Nearly everything in the

processed foods rising 4.6 per 
cent on a seasonally adjusted 
basis, the highest rate on 


record. 
Big increases were posted 
for livestock, poultry, eggs, 
petroleum products, lumber 
and various textile products.

to bring further pressure on

Over-all, the bureau said, 
wholesale prices were 10.5 per 
cent above March of last 
year. Industrial commodities 
were 5.1 per cent higher, and 
farm and food prices 25.1 per 
cent. 
In farm prices, livestock 
rose 9.3 per cent in March; 
live poultry moved up 20.3 
per cent while eggs jumped 
17.3 per cent. In the processed 
food 
group, 
the 
over-all 
increase for meats, poultry 
and fish was 7-8 per cent, 29.7 
per cent higher than a year 
ago. 
In industrials, the biggest 
increase was for lumber, up 
7.6 per cent last month, the

Dairy products rose 2.3 
per cent last month and were 
7.5 per cent higher than a 
year ago.

Most of us, at some time or other in our lives, have 
invested in a “sure-fire” thing, only to learn (to our 
dismay) that our hard-earned money had gone for 
something which fell far short of our expectations; 
such experiences probably beginning the first time we 
spent a dime for a big bright balloon. 
Some solace may be gained from the fact that 
others occasionally make the same kind of mistake. 
And this is all rather dramatically brought to our 
attention by news columnist Alice Widener in one of 
her recent bulletins, “USA.” 
Mrs. Widener recounts the story, widely reported in 
the press, of the cloak- and- dagger acquisition of a 
glued- together ancient Greek vase by the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art. To obtain the vase, which cost the 
museum a cool $1 million plus expenses, the trustees 
sold a superb collection of ancient Roman gold coins 
for a reported sum of $1,120,00. 
However, shortly after the widely-hailed “swap,” 
the American dollar suffered its second devaluation 
within fourteen months. And, as the value of the dollar 
plunged the value of gold coins skyrocketed. 
Pointing this up, Mrs. Widener relates that old 
English sovereigns that sold for $13.10 in 1971, sold 
for $26 in February, 1973; a U. S. $20 gold coin that 
sold for $58 in 1969 now sells for $118! In fact, since 
last November, she said, the price of gold coints of 
numismatic value has doubled and in some cases even 
trebled. 
Mrs. Widener attributes the Metropolitan Museum 
swap, in large part, to “a widely- held fallacy that gold 
is a barbarous relic.” Whatever the reasons, one thing is 
for sure; it is becoming increasingly difficult to know 
the value of a dollar from one day to the next.

WHAT’S IN 
A DOLLAR? 
Most of us, at some time or other in our lives, have 
invested in a “sure-fire” thing, only to learn (to our 
dismay) that our hard-earned money had gone for 
something which fell far short of our expectations; 
such experiences probably beginning the first tim e we 
spent a dime for a big bright balloon. 
Some solace may be gained from the fact that 
others occasionally make the same kind of mistake. 
And this is all rather dramatically brought to our 
attention by news columnist Alice Widener in one of 
her recent bulletins, “USA.” 
Mrs. Widener recounts the story, widely reported in 
the press, of the cloak- and- dagger acquisition of a 
glued- together ancient Greek vase by the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art. To obtain the vase, which cost the 
museum a cool $1 million plus expenses, the trustees 
sold a superb collection of ancient Roman gold coins 
for a reported sum of $1,120,00. 
However, shortly after the widely-hailed “swap,” 
the American dollar suffered its second devaluation 
within fourteen months. And, as the value of the dollar 
plunged the value of gold coins skyrocketed. 
Pointing this up, Mrs. Widener relates that old 
English sovereigns that sold for $13.10 in 1971, sold 
for $26 in February, 1973; a U. S. $20 gold coin that 
sold for $58 in 1969 now sells for $118! In fact, since 
last November, she said, the price of gold coints of 
numismatic value has doubled and in some cases even 
trebled. 
Mrs. Widener attributes the Metropolitan Museum 
swap, in large part, to “a widely- held fallacy that gold 
is a barbarous relic.” Whatever the reasons, one thing is 
for sure; it is becoming increasingly difficult to know 
the value of a dollar from one day to the next.
